§14,000,00 per annua. It is fait desirable to include thla in tha 
legislation in order to provide continuity of action in tha absence of 
tha Director or should thara te u vacancy in that office. Tha Deputy 
Director should be a sen of awe caliber "jid 3tature as adequately 
to a-irve as an operating deputy to the Director. 


2. It is fait that too phrase ’'subject to existing law* should 
be eliminated froa paragraph 302 (b) of the proposeu draft an it 
appears to add nobbing to the iseaning of tha section. This is parti¬ 
cularly true as aany of the functions and authorities of this Agency 
are excepted froa existing lav. la tills connection Be have the con¬ 
currence of the Paraanti aepreaent&tive of too President on the 
National Intelligence Authority.
